here in my countrie withotit deſeruing, oniy be 
Itepꝛoue their wicke dneſſe, and their wozſt

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trie God: if theſe men of mine owne Nation per- 
ſecute me fo2 ſaping and mayntaining truth, euen 
ſo will ſtraungers whereſoener J beecome : fox Þ 
will neuer ſpare to ſay the truth, and ſurely firanz 
gers would haue leſſe mercte on me then mine owne 
countrie folkeg. Beeing thus minded, hee continu 
ed ill in pꝛiſon, teaching his ſchollers which reſo2- 
ted to him, many thinges both of the compoſttion 
of Elements, and alſo of the ſoule: but would waite 

ging: foz hee ſayd that wiledome ought to bee 
nutten in mens hearts and not in beaſts ſkinnes, 
eeuertheleſſe his diſciplc Plato wrote well nye all 
ht hee taught. A little befoꝛe hee ſhould be put to 
death, hee deſired that hee might bath himſelfe;and 
ay bis O zations:which he did, and called his wife 
nd childꝛen, and gaue them good inruction.'

Hee wꝛote in his life time many good lie 
pokes,onr of the which ſhall be picked ſome of the 
lt pithte ſentences, both of pꝛecepts and coun- 
s, and alſo of P:ouerbs, Idages, Parables, 
mblables, which in thetr places heercafcer (hall

'T! Hales ( as fath Herodotus, Democritus and 


( ſaith Plato) vnder Damaſius P:ince of Athens, 
and ts the firſt that euer was called a Sage, 02 
wife man. Hee flouriſhed at Milerum, what time 
Oſcas was iudge in Iſraell, and Romulus Empe⸗ 
rour of Rome: what time Sennacharib Ring of 
the Chaldes fent the Aſſyrians to inhabite Iewrie, 
which from the counting of Euſebius was the 4550 
yeere from the creation of the wozld. This Thales 
was very well learned both in Aſtrenomie and 
Philicke, and wiote many goodly woꝛks, and was 
acittzen of Miletum,as Phalerius witeth, and was 
come of a noble linage, who after hee had diſpatch⸗ 
ed his buſineſſe beelonging to the common weale, 
gaue himſelfe to the ſearching out of naturall can 
ſes.Ind fu:cly he was a pꝛoſſtable Counſaylovr to 
the common weale. Foz when as Creſus demaum 
ded to haue had his fellowes,hee would not grau 
to it, which alterward when Cyrus had gotten the 
bictozie, was cauſe of fauing then Citie, . * 
Heraclides favth that hee ltued ſolitarilp. But 
ſome ſap hee tocke a wife, and had a childe calley 
Cidiſtus, but other ſap that hee tined chaſt ali hu 
life long: and when it was aſked him why t 
would not get childzen, hee anmwered, deten

dies. Hee was a very friendly man and gentle to ba 
communed with. Caſſander tooke ham to im, and 
Ptholomeus ſent foi him, he was ſs belouey of the 
Atkenians, that when Agnonides had accuſtd him 
ot hereſle, they would haue killed hum fo: his accus 
ſation. There came from all places to heare him 
as good as two thouſend men, which becawe his 
Schollers. Ill which notwithſtanding, hee was 
neuer the pꝛouder noz higher minded, but contmu⸗ 
ally one in vertuous humbleneſſe : Fn his time 
Sophocles Awphiclidas ſonne made a Law, that 
no Philoſopher ſhould keepe Schoole vyon pam 
of his lite, without the agreement and decree both 
of the Senate, and the people: wherefo:e hee with 
many mo of the Philoſophers de parted ko2 a time. 
But the peere following, when-acco2ding to thetr 
good o2der, Philo called Sophocles-to the account 
of his dooings, they returned agatne, and the A- 
thenians aboliſhed tha! Law, and fined the maker 
- thereof in flue: Ta'cnts, and teſbozed to Theo- 
phraſtus the regiment of the Schoole. Ind where: 
as befoze nite his name was Tiranus, Ariſtotie 
named him/Theophraſtus, beegiiſe of his dine and 
good!p vtteraunct. hee vled ct cheſe notable ſay: 
ings, wee may better truſt un bub udeled Hoxle, 
then a did red word. Cine ute mold pzert» 
ous experieute. Me dyed beeing Loureſcoze and flue 
peeres'oldeywhen hee had & while raben himirife 
dis ſchollers detegedts departure aſo 
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of glozy.But wee all die as ſoone as we enter inte 
this life, fo: nothing is moze baine then deſire of 
glozy. But indeauour to bee happy and bleſſed. Ind 
either not the peifoꝛmance of this pꝛecept. 
labour thereof is great:02 elſe diligently 
tndeauour to follow it. Foz therby you hall attaine 
exceeding great glozy. Moꝛeouer, the vainneſle of 
this life is greater than the pzofit. Eut ſteing Jam 
not able to counſel] you what to doe, conſider pou a⸗ 
maug your ſeluss what ts beſt to doe. Ts hee thus 
ſaid,he gaue vp his ghaſt. The Athenians kneeling 
befo:e him after his death, woꝛſhippe d him openly, 
Hee wzote many notable wozkes, whereot᷑ this day 
we heare but of few, fo many gcod thinges haut 
beene loft thzough negligence of men, and imurie 
of time: hee dyed verp rich, as may appcare by his 
teſtament which Lacrtius hath wutten out at 
tength. With diuers other things which to auoyd 
faperfluitie Jhaue omitted. His vertupus ſayings 
Gall follow.intheic places. 


Of xenophon. Cap.lvij. 


„ FEnophon the ſonme of Grillus, was bone at A- 
3 exceeding beautt⸗ 

full. It is ard that Socrates met hum in a nat 
row lane and would not let him peſie-till he had an: 
ſ wered him to diners queſtions, and when he aſked 
him where men wert good and bad, wherat be (lay: 
d und could not tell- Socratss ſayd, come with me ⸗ 
learne; Ind lu hee did till ſuch time ag hee wm 
to Cirus, whoſerfauour.bre obtarned, and beesam X. 
tir gredt reputation with bim, end wrote all 8 
ates; hee han a: woman enlled Phylocis, ! 416 
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followed him, by whom hee had two childzen. Heer 
had much trouble in his lite, and was -hantſhed, and 
fled from place to place till hee came to Corinth, 
where hee had an houſe. Ind when the Athenians. 
intended to ſuccour the Lacedemonians, hee ſent: 
his two ſonnes,called Diodorus and Grillus to A- 
thens to flight fo: the Lacedemonians: from which 
battaile Diodorus returned, without dooing any: 
great feate : but Grillus fighting manfully andes 
the hoꝛſemen, dyed abotu Mantinia. Ind when Xe» 
nophon (which was dooing Sactiſſce with his 
trowne on his head)heard that his Sen was dead, 
hee put off his crowne : but when dee after wat ds 

heard, that he dyed fighting valiantin, her put it on 
agatne, not ſo ſoꝛie fo2 his death, ag joyous of his 
valiantneſſe. Hee dyed at the Citie Coxint hum, as 
ſaith Demetrius, beeing very old : a man both good- 
and valiant,erpert in riding and hunting, # greats 
ly (killed in martiall affgires,as appeareth by his 
wozkes. Hee was allo religious, and unich inten⸗ 
tine about ſacrifice, and was a follower of Sacra« 
tes. Hee wzote x{;bookes tntitulcd query. one hy & 
ſundꝛy name: and Tucidides works which by negs 
kgence were lo}, he bꝛought to light. And was hint 
ſelfe ſo pleaſant tn his ſtile, that bet was called ihe 
Muſe of Athens. There 2 — — name. 
of whom this is thechtefe, whole and 
neteptan beercaſter ſhall bet touchad 1

Enocrates the ſount of Agarhenory, becing 
— in Calccdgny, was Plates holler 
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fow, infomuch that Plato ſpeaking of him and. A. 
riſtotle, would ſay, that the one had nerde ok the 
ſpur, and the other cf the bzidle. Hee was graut 
and earneſt, aud y in his communication. e was 
much in the Schooles, ant if at any time hee went 
into the Towne, bopes and fooliſh people would 
cry after him fo) the nonce to anger hun. Hee was 
fo chaft., that when men fo2 the nonce had hired an 
harlot to meddle with him, which lytng with him 
many nights could not obtaine her purpoſe,ſhe ſaty 
he was an Image and no man. duhen his fellowes 
would caſt into his bed Lais (which was at that 
time the faire trumpet in Athens) whenghe wold 
entice him with her whoztſh condicions, hee would 
cit his owne members, becauſe ſhee ſhould not o- 
uertome him. Being lent with other Tmmbaſſadours 
to Philip, whett all the reſt tooke rewards and ban: 
kefted with him, hee would not: Inſomuch, that 
when Philip many times would talke with him, het 
refuſed. Fo which cauſe Philipadmitted him not 
fo: any Irniboſſadour. Ind when he with the reſt of 
his fellowe#ivas returned ta Athens, they 
that her wem with them in vaine. Ind when (ac 
coding to thelawes) he ſhouty therefoze pay a fop 
fitte,heo counfailed the rulers to'take good heed ti 
the common wenle, ſaying that Philip with giftes 
had coraptedull the other Atibaſſadozs,but could U 
not make him-graunt by any manner meanes, which 
( they hearing ) eſteemed him moze than euer they 
did befoze. Being ſent another time to Antipater 
* 4 —.— he had taken in bat. 
te, Anciparer deſfred hum to dine with hem, wit }; 
hee denpinjx,laid: J came not to dine and bank}, 
noi to take pleaſure with ther, but to redeeme mk} 
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fellowes from the ſozrowes, which ther ſuffer — 
thee. And when Antipater heard the, 
law the conſtant unde of the man, 22 
taining him, deliuered his pziſoners, When Dionl- 
Gus in his pꝛeſence ſaid to Plato, forme: bole ſhall 
take from thee thy hed, hee ſayd; that they Cal 
not except they take away mine'fieſt.
